To Remain At Peace. 
We of the United S tates look up­ 
on this disastrous situation with the 
deepest sadness. O ur sym pathy goes 
out to weak, suffering and helpless 
people everywhere. 
We have suf­ 
fered directly from foreign wars, 
and we m ay suffer indirectly again. 
We will not, however, again su f­ 
fer directly from a foreign w ar not 
of our own m aking. 
We can not bring peace to the rest 
of the world, but we can on this A i- 
m istice Day dedicate our govern­ 
m ent to the insurance of peace at 
home, the perpetuation of our liber­ 
ties and our institutions, and *he 
protection of th e rights of our citi­ 
zens everywhere.
